phere, forthat will allow fresh air to 
make ita mgress through windows, doors, 
and crevices 

One other point in ths connection de- 
serves remark, v17 , the practical utility 
of furnaces When rooms are herted 
by stoves or fires in the room, the fire 39 
supported by that very oxygen that sup- 
ports those in the room, all that we de- 
ve from airis oxygen, and tha fire con- 
sumes large quantities of this same life 
element, so that if the 100m be heated by

The Atiantic and the Pacific--tihe 
apama Route, &c. 


For a groat number of years past, the- 


necessity of forming a communication be 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
has been much discussed and commentad 
upon by the politiciana, statesmen and 
capitglists of almost every nation in the 
world, All admitted the feasibility of 
constructing such a work, and the adyan 
tages which the annually increasing com- 
merce of the world would derive from it, 
but from a vailety of causes, the project, 
although universally admitted to be at 
tunable, fell through, after the prelimi.
